Feeding Meat Animals 
Profitable Side Line 
In several counties in New York 
state, especially th ose with in a 50-mile 
radius of Buffalo, th e feeding of west­ 
ern-raised lambs and steers during th e 
winter is proving a profitable side­ 
line. 
It h as th e big advantage of 
distributing labor more evenly th rough ­ 
out th e y ear, uses up coarse rough age, 
and provides manure for farms wh ich 
do not manitain a dairy . 
It Is a somewh at h azardous enter­ 
prise. h owever, subject to wide market 
fluctuations and to losses as a result 
of improper feeding, and even to oc­ 
casional h eavy losses from disease. 
Disease and parasites, according to 
th e New’ York State College of Agri­ 
culture, 
are especially troublesome 
with respect to sh eep. 
Th e college h as given some study to 
th ese problems and is prepared to 
offer practical advice to farmers th is 
wdnter th rough farm er's Institutes and 
oth er meetings h eld in each county un­ 
der th e auspices of local farm bureaus.

Wiiite Mountain, Noorv ik, Akiak and 
•Shnktoolik, within a day’s driv e of 
Nome and St. Michael. 
These reindeer rodeos, which 
for 
picturesqueness, 
skill 
of 
exhibition 
and popularity equal the roundups of 
the 
western 
c o w b o y country, often 
draw 10.000 nativ es with many white 
miners and trappers. 
Not a horse, 
steer, saddle 
o r gun 
en ters in the unique program, yet 
races, contests and prize-winning en ­ 
tries encourage much .spirited compe­ 
tition. 
The arctic fairs are staged un der 
the auspices of the United States bu­ 
reau of education for the nativ es of 
northwestern Alaska to adv ance, pri­ 
marily the reindeer industry. The ro­ 
deos, usually held in Jan uary, February 
and March, add unlimited stimulus to 
the rein deer business and dev elop keen 
interest among Eskimo herders and 
herd owners. 
Contests Held. 
Prizes are awarded In contests, as 
racing, roping, herding, driv ing, crea­ 
tion and perfection of equipment. 
All 
affairs pertain in g to rein deer are dis­ 
cussed 
and 
gov ernment 
represen ta­ 
tiv es adv ise on m arketin g and improv ­ 
ing the breed of stock. 
In the sports div ision of those show’s 
Interest 
is 
encouraged 
in 
racing. 
Awards are made for short and long 
distance races, speed and efficiency in 
slaughtering, 
handling 
of 
tan dem 
teams and sleds, breakin g to harness 
wild deer, 
snowslme 
running 
while 
driv ing reindeer, building of sleds and 
harness. 
New 
ideas are examined 
with a v iew to passing the good things 
on to neighbors. 
A huge circus ten t pitched on the 
lev el frozen surface of a riv er serv es 
as sleeping quarters for v isiting rein ­ 
deer barons and to house the exhibits. 
The spread of canv as is in itself a big 
attraction to the Eskimos, who liken 
it to a mammoth igloo of the happy 
h inting land. 
The; come each yi m\ 
and ev ery season are j u t as 
nwerl by the swinging strep ’ 
doth end the scores of glitter!’, 
trio liedds. 
Last year the first prize in sled con­ 
struction was one with no bolts in 
Joints or mortises, each being wrapped 
with whalebone instead of rawhide or 
sinew. 
The sled weighed 50 pounds, 
with a capacity stren gth of half a ton. 
The long-distance contest is a ten- 
mile round trip. 
Tin* deer start away 
like bullets, last season’s record being 
37 minutes in a field of 24 entries. 


R e i n d e e r ’s D r a w i n g Power. 
One sled reindeer made a pulling 
test by drawing on lev el * now a sledge 
laden with 2,300 pounds of sacked 
sand. 
In v oting for prize winners of har­ 
ness. sleds or reindeer products the 
ten judges stan d with their bucks to 
the exhibits. They turn slowly armind 
one by one, each pointing at their par­ 
ticular choice while a gov ernm *nt of­ 
ficial records it. 
A peculiar rule in racing requires 
that the driv er must bring his rein ­ 
deer in to the startin g point. 
If the 
animals balk at pulling the sled and 
driv er, then the driv er in turn hauls 
in the shackled animal.
